The directive principle 
of the Constitution en-joins on us to make efforts to orovlde 
free, compulsory and universal education for children upto the 
age of 14. This, by and large, encompass^'s the elementary educat¬ 
ion. 


Elementary education is significant from all angles. The 
quality of further education depcjls sub-stantinlly on what is 
done in elementary education. Unless elementary education is 
not universalized, it will be difficult to remove existing 
dlscrepenclps in the sociHy. It is the basis for all prcgramraes 
of development economic, social, political etc. Keeping in 
view all this, the elementary education sector has been felven 
the highest priority. It has also been accorded h-lgh priority, 
in the propoScals for the Vllth Five icar Plan, and a Vhrl^ of 
non-formal approaches to education covering a much larger number 
of out o’f school children are being proposed.

afford prolonged discussions on theory and philosophy. 

There is a need of an immediate workable solution. Realizing 
this out hoping that identified ap''roaches/practices, of non«- 
formal education may help in developing and implementing the 
programme quicker and more effectively, the research study on 
‘Identification of Aprroahhes/practices of NFS' was taken up by 
NFE Group in collaboration with the States.

Traditi-'n^l methods of teaching, It appears, 
are bGing practised by NFE centre teachers. Mostly 
MFE centre toachcr 'works through group system* as 
on '■'nc hand 'Mostly 2$ learners drop outs from formal 
school aP'i freshers are enrolled at each WFE centre 
who forms' a very heterogenous age group ranging 
from 9 - 1 ^yC''rs as i-;ell as variations in the knowledge, 
speaking, rca.'inrj', writing, counting , calculating, 
and on the ether hand centre teacher 'has only two 
hours to \^,rk with the learners'. 

One of/aspect if traditional methods of 
teaching is the hotne work which is generally given 
in formal schools. In the case of non-formal 
education enntros, home work as far as possible is not 
given because these learners are engaged in socially 
useful productive work and don't have time to take 
up home assignments. 

As stated earlier, the bo'%s covering all the 
eleven units aro distril uted free of cost.
